The calculation was made on the 
basis that, although there are 680 mil- 
lion Christians in the world, compared 
with a total of only 209 million Mo- 
hammedans, not every Christian is a 
reader of the Bible, but nearly every

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TOO MUCH SIGNALLING 


The Government of Ontario has de- 
cided that there is too much arm-waving 
on the part of motorists in that province. 

Hereafter the Ontario driver will be re- 
quired to extend the arm us a signal that 
he is about to make a left turn, but he is 
forbidden to attempt to thus indicate that 
he intends to turn to the right or to stop. 

Ontario is the province in which road 
traffic is most dense. It will be interest- 
ing, and may be important, to the law- 
makers of other provinces to note the con- 
clusion of the Ontario authorities that a 
too free use of the semaphore is a menace 
rather than a safeguard to other drivers, 
and a nuisance rather than a convenience 
to traffic. 


UP TO THE LEGISLATURE 


The explanation ‘that the provincial 
debt has grown to its present impressive 
proportions because the public have de- 
manded large and ever larger expendi- 
tures is true. It is also true that if ap- 
peals for expenditures are complied with 
the debt will keep on growing until the 
carrying charges frighten either the bond- 
holders or the taxpayers into demanding 
that a halt be called. A shortage of ap- 
plications for the expenditure of provin- 
cial funds is not among the things immi- 
nent, 

But the responsibility to keep the pro- 
vincial debt within bounds does not lie 
with the public. That responsibility rests 
upon the legislature of the province, and 
cannot be shifted to the shoulders of the 
public by saying that people should stop 
asking for expenditure. The private citi- 
zen who wants his road mended, or some 
other service that involves the spending 
of meney, is not in a position to know how 
many such appeals are being made to the 
Government nor what would be the result 
of granting them. The legislature does 
know these things, and it is the business 
of the members to back the Ministers in 
keeping the outlay down to a rate that 
will not boost the debt to an oppressive 
and dangerous level. 

That of course requires courage; but 
men who have not that quality have no 
place in the legislature. So far as the pro- 
vincial finances are concerned. Alberta 
might just as well be without a legislature 
at all as have one composed of men who 
dare not tell the public when, where and 
why the spending pace has to be slack- 
ened, 


THE HOME $ SUPPLY GROWS 


Butter imports ‘from Australia and 
New Zealand have fallen to trifling 
amounts, according to the official figures 
for January. This, of course, will be ac- 
claimed as the direct result of the higher 
duty that was imposed on butter at the 
special session of parliament, the abroga- 
tion of the New Zealand concession, and 
the repudiation of the Australian treaty, 

But the inconvenient fact emerges 
that butter prices have also fallen. The 
price generally is now about half what it 
was when the new duty was being framed. 
That suggests that some other fagtors 
have entered into the situation, It can 
hardly be claimed seriously that the ex- 
clusion of Australian and New Zealand 
butter has caused the price to drop. 

Canadians, it is to be feared, are eating 
less butter than when times were prosper- 
ous. And enormous quantities were ship- 
ped into Canada from New Zealand before 
the new tariff came into effect; sufficient, 
it was said, to meet the entire demand for 
six months. Perhaps these facts help to 
account for the fall in prices and in im- 
ports, 

The other, and probably the chief, rea- 
son for the decline in imports is that the 

Canadian farmer is now milking more 
cows than for a good many years; Edmon- 
ton dairies received 75 per cent more 
cream in January than during the cor- 
responding month last year. The slump 
in wheat prices, it may be surmised, hes 
had more to do with the slac kening of but 
ter imports and the subsidence in price 
than the readjustment of the tariff and 
the wrecking of the Australian treaty.

thing more than 25 per cent of the total 
debt was thus rated as being in satisfac- 
tory condition. The subsequent fall in 
grain priees brought applications for new 
loans, but naturally did not make for an 
improvement in the position of the old 
ones, 

It is proposed at the present session 
of the legislature to make a radical change 
in the standing of these societies. Under 
Jegislation to be brought down, the indivi- 
dual society will no longer be independent 
of the others, but will be grouped with 
them, the societies being made jointly re- 
sponsible for the borrowings of each. 
Their capital would be pooled, and = the 
Government would subscribe for shares to 
the amount of the ‘paid-up capital. A 
board would be set up to administer the 
pooled capital, and to build up reserves to 
meet losses through uncollectable loans. 

The object, of course, is to enlarge the 

security of the province, and to provide 
that where loans are not repaid the loss 
shall be borne by the members of the so- 
cieties, and not by the province ial treasury. 
That will hardly make it easier for farm- 
ers to get loans who have little sec urity 
to offer. But it should strengthen the 
whole system, and tond toward a condi- 
tion in which the societies will carry them- 
selves without government assistance.

ARISTOCRATIC ARTICHOKES 


The French artichoke is really a blossom bud of 
the artichoke plant, a member of the thistle family. 
It is called the French artichoke from the fact that 
it grows wild in the south of France, and also to dis- 
tinguish it from the Jerusalem artichoke, which is a 
ground tuber and of an entirely different plant 

The French artichoke may be recommended as 
an interesting change from the usual vegetables, It 
is very easily cooked, requiring very little prepara- 
tion, and has a most delicious flavor, The artichoke 
is something of an aristocrat among foods, being 
served, as Will Cuppy states, “by those who wish to 
astonish the middie classes." There is no reason 
why the artichoke should not be used more frequent- 
ly except that it is expensive in many markets, Com- 
mercially speaking, the larger ones are most often 
sold and at the higher price, but the smaller ones are 
even better tasting and also cheaper. 

Canned artichoke may be obtained in almost any 
grocery store and are on the average cheaper than 
the fresh vegetable. Artichokes are rich in iodine, 
iron and mineral) salts, This cultivated thistle con- 
sists of three divisions, the green outer leaves which 
are tough but contain a small edible portion at the 
lower end; the heart or base of the artichoke being 
the most delicate portion when properly cooked; 
and the inner beard just above the heart which is not 
eaten, since it is unpalatable, 

The best method of preparing an artichoke is to 
cut off about a half inch from the top leaves and 
clipping the base off so it will stand in water with- 
out falling over It should be boiled for about 20 
minutes until a fork sinks easily into a leaf and the 
leaves pull off readily, 

‘To eat the vegetable each leaf is pulled off and 
the lower end dipped in butter, This is pulled 
through the teeth, removing the soft part, the tough 
outer part being discarded, Eventually one come 
to the tasty base or the heart which is so prizea by 
epicures Whether the center is relished because 
it is so hard to get atl, or whether the flaver is in- 
herent in the prize itself, you may judge for your- 
self, 

Here are some recipes which you may enjoy, 
Either the fresh or canned artichokes may be used, 
If the canned product is used, the initial cooking may 
be eliminated 

Artichoke Salad: 


Remove the tough outer leaves 
from cooked artichoke until only the tender leaves 
and centre remain, The beard should also be ex- 
tracted. Cut the artichoke into quarters, coyer with 
chopped parsley and chopped fennel. Mix in olive oll 
and a small amount of salt, let stand for an hour and 
serve on lettuce leaves. 

Baked Artichoke: Cut canned artichoke in 
halves, place in a baking pan, and bake for a half 
hour. Remove and pour over them two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter and four tablespoonfuls of jrated 
cheese, Return to the oven for one minute to brown 
the cheese before serving. 

Baked Stuffed Artichoke; Parboil the artichoke, 
separate the leaves, scoop out the beard and fill 
with a mixture of equal parts of chopped ham and 


Melba toast crumbs and the beaten white of an egg. 
Bake for 30 minutes in a moderate oven, Remove the

This seemed to 
Edgar to reproach his poor parents, whom he could 
scarcely remember, but whose sad romance he had 
poetically enshrined, He could not forgive John Allan, 
as he had heard enough ef their story to think them 
blameless, 

Old David Poe—they called him “General” in his 
home city of Baltimore, where he had served valor- 
ously during the revolutionary war-—had never for- 
given young David Poe for marrying Elizabeth Arnold 
Hopkins. 

The doughty old man, who had been the friend of 
George Washington. and over whose grave Lafayette 
was later to kneel, kiss the sod, and murmur, “Here 
rests a noble heart,’ had destined his handsome, ligh'- 
hearted son for the law. It was a terrible blow when 
David not only married a more actress, but adopted 
the stage himself 

Perhaps the time came when the new Mrs re 
wished that the son had been more of his father 
mind. Her bad luck dated from her marriage to him 
three months after the death of her first husband, 
C. D. Hopkins, the comedian, Bul she never com- | 
plained.
